WILL TAKE OVER ESQUIMALT 


Naval Station on Pacific Coast to be 
Kept Up by the Dominion 
in Future 


Victoria, B. C.—I'ihe Dominion gov- 
ernment is to take over the Esquimalt 
naval station from the imperial gov- 
ernment, an Rear-admiral Kingsmill 
of the Canadian navy, who arrived 
here some days ago after completing 
his inspection of the buildings, equip- 
ment, etc., of the naval yard, has left 
for Ottawa to make his report to the 
governor. The station will be formally 
taken over after his report is sub- 
mitted. The naval yard will be used 
as the headquarters in British Co- 
lumbia as the lighthouse and fishery 
protection receiver and the warship to 
be brought from Great Britain as a 
training ship and fishery cruiser 
Pending the purchase of this vessel 
the Dominion government has char- 
tered the salvage tug William Joliffe 
to aid the fishery protection cruiser 
Kestrel beginning at once. 


Washington Not Ready Yet 

Ottawa.—Prof. Prince, chief com- 
missioner of fisheries and Canadian 
representative on the international 
fisheries commission, has returned 
from Washington, where he had a 
conference with officials of the state 
department and Prof, Starr Jordan 
the American commissioner, in refer- 
ence to the joint regulations to be pro- 
claimed by both Canada and the 
United States as a result of the treaty 
of last year. 

While the professor’s report to the 
minister is confidential, it is learned

The western) 
inembers, it is said, found the 
Hudson Bay and Pacific Railroad 
company about the strongest aggre. 
gation that ever applied for a com. | 
pany, is about $50,000,000, and the 
prometers claim that it is nearly all 
subscribed and part paid up. 

The company, according to informa- 
tion furnished here, has had surveys 
made of their two lines and they have | 
had soundings made of the harbor of 
Port Churchill. They showed, further. | 
more, that once the rails are at the 
lake front the White Star steamship 
line will start. an up-to-date service 
The company’s representatives ex: 
hibited contracts already made. 

The company has charters for two 
lines. The first runs directly due west 
from Churchill through Athabasca lake | 
to the Pacific Ocean via the Yellow. | 
head pass. The second line runs from 
Churchill in a southerly direction to 
the northwest corner of Lake Winni. 
peg. The line follows the north bank 
of the river to the Pass and to Prince 
Albert: 

The company guaranteed that within | 
a. short time of their location line 
being approved and other things com- 
pleted, to start construction work at 
three different points in the road, of 
which Prince Albert will be one. They} 
offered to abandon their line of route | 
and use the government surveys and 
line and to give all the same privileges 
as to running powers for other roads 
as a government road would have 
In this case they would want a guar. 
antee of bonds or a land grant, and 
if they got a land grant they would be 
perfectly willing to take the land 
along their northern route, that is be-

‘LITERATURE AND JOURNALISM’ 
THE SUBJECT DISCUSSED 


| The Delegates Listen to Instructive 


Addresses Delivered by Lord Mor. 
ley, Winston Churchill and Lord 
Milner—Lord Morley Says There is 
a Vast Improvement Apparent in 
| Journalism 


| 

| London, Kng.—At the final meeting 
| of the Imperial Press conference, the 
| subject ‘““Literature and Journalism’’ 
| was discussed. Lord Morley, secret- 
| ary for India, presided, and among 
| those present were Augustine Birrell 
| chief secretary of state for Ireland; 
| Lord Milner, former high commis- 
| sioner for South Africa, and Winston 
| Churchill, president of the Board of 
| Trade. 

Lord Morley delivered a suggestive 
|} and provocative address tinged with 
dry humor. He asked the editors to 
|strike for two moderate aims, simpli- 
| city and directness. He said the pre- 


} sence of literary elements in the 
editor differentiated him from the 
newsboy shouting scareheads. There 


was a vast improvement apparent in 
journalism and criticism, but he won- 
dered how far the press had its share 
in the general forces which was bring- 
| ing about the present European situa- 
| tion. 

Was it systematically or persever-. 
| ingly preaching its place among na- 
| tions? 

Mr. Churchill noticed a tendency to 
correct habit that many organs had 
contracted, namely expression of the 
views of readers rather than of the 
writers. In concluding he reminded 
| the pressmen that confidence bred 
confidence between nation and hatred 
and suspicion bred. dangers from 
| which they originated. 
| Lord Milner said they had heard 
much. about the re-barbarization of 
Europe, but he thought it dreadful 
nonsense. If they reflected, they 
would remember that disputes —be- 
tween nations were now settled less 
| by war than ever before. One of the 
most powerful reasons was that na- 
tions were organized on a system of 
national armies and it is citizen 
armies which make peace. 

Mr. Birrell kept the conference in 
great humor with a cheracteristically 
witty speech. He could not under- 
stand why the fourth estate should 
assume the shackles of a party which 
the other estates of the realm must 
take up, and reminded his hearers 
that fortunes, not only of one empire 
but of the world, might. largely depend 
in future upon the fitness for their 
task as writers, whether they wrote 
books or wrote day by day. Sir Ed- 
ward Russell, of the Liverpool Daily 
Post, Mr. T. P. O’Connor, Mr. Ban- 
erge, of Bengal, and Dr. Engleberg, 
of Pretoria, also contributed.

Rev. E. E. Hale Dead 

Boston.—Revy. Edward, Everett Hale, 
famous author and divine and chap- 
lain of the United States senate, died 
at his home at Roxbury, of heart 
failure. 

Rev. Mr. Hale was the senior minis- 
ter of the South Congregational Uni- 
tarian church of Boston from 1856 to 
1889. He received his education in 
Harvard, graduating in 1839, and was 
ordained at Worcester, Mass., in 1846, 
where he was minister of the Church 
of Unity of that city for the next ten 
years. After that he was for a period 
chaplain of the senate.

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest 
Land Regulations. 


ANY person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 ‘years old, 
may homestead a  quafter-section of) 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, | 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. The appli- 
cant must appear in person at the Dom-| 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for 
the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- | 
tions, by lethar™ mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—-Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of| 
three years. A homesteader may live| 
within nine miles of his homestead on a| 
jurm of at least 80 acres solely owned and | 
occupied by him or by his lathar, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister, 

In certain districts a homesteader in | 
yood standing way pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead.

England’s greatest annual pagean 
has come and gone again—the reopen- 
ing of Parliament. The streets were 
more crowded than ever with sight- 
seers enger to catch a glimpse of King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra in their 
gilded coach, of peers and peeresses 
in robes and jewels and of Cabinet 
Ministers in robes of office. 

In half an hour after the royal 
party entered the House of Lords the 
ceremony, wonderful in its magnifi- 
cence, was over and the gorgeous pro- 
cession filed out again. 

“**F do look well fed, *e do,” said 
one man mounted on another's shoul- 
ders as he caught a 
King’s round, smiling face. 

He did not say it to be funny or 
critical, but merely with pure envy in 
his tone, for unemployment is the 
ghost that is haunting England at 
present, and unemployment brings 
hunger and suffering in its train. 

In another part of the city just 4 
mile or so away from this gorgeous 
pageant a_ very, different procession 
marched. Five thousand unemployed 
women and children filed through the 
streets, gaunt; ragged and dirty. They 
carried cheap banners, and one cart 
brought up the rear with the picture 
of “An Englishman’s Home,” dilapi- 


dated, half falling to pieces and with- 
out furniture, 
They marched along in silence, 


many of them with babies in their 
arms, to the Horticultural Hall, where 


the organizers of the march had pro- | 


mised them milk and sandwiches. A 
drearier procession than these hungry 
women and children cannot be ‘imag: 
! ined, 

It was a concerted effort on the 
part of those who are trying to alle- 
viate the conditions of London’s un- 
employed to show unthinking Lendon- 
ers the horrors of it, and it was a 
dramatic effect to have it -within .a 
mile of the pageant of wealth and 
royalty.
